GOVERNORS MESSAGE 
l» the Council ant House of Representatives 
of the Leg stature of Utah 

GRENT LEARN 

The Legisfatwe Assembly of eighteen hundred ard tity œg?’ 
snd nine, adjourned in this city on the tuen y hrat day cx Janus 
last, to re-assemble on the second Monday in December of the pre 
~ent year, at the Soera) Hall, in this city at which place we are 
now convened tor the pirpose of discharging duties which devols > 
upon us under the authority of the Organfe Act, for thts 'Ferntor 

During the past year che inhabitants of this Territory, lor th 
most part, have been peacefully and profitably employed in che. 
various occupations But I regret to be obliged to state that this 
city and the village of l airfield, near Camp Flord, within the mil. 
tary Reserve, have been the scenes of many murders and othe~ 
acts of violence, the perpetrators of which have fled, and thus eluded 
justice 

All communities are dishonored in proportton to the extent > 
which crimes are committed with impunity in their midst If the 
organization of the police be defective, it should be reformed, and 
if there be a deficiency in the finances of these cities, for enabling 
tbem to arrest offenders I would recommend thit an appropriation 
be made for their reicf from the territorial treasary 

An act to establish a territoria! government lor Utah, approved 
ninth September, eighteen hundred and fitty, centains the following 
language: The Judicial power of said lerrnory shall be vested in 
a Supreme Court, District Courts, Probate Courts and in Justices 
of the Peace.” * x * g * «The juris- 
dichon of said several courts herein provided for, both appellate 
and original, and that of Probate Courts and Justices of the Peace, 
shall be as lumued by law.’’ ‘The Legislauve Assembly of Utah for 
the year eighteen hundred and fifty two, passed an act in relation 
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to the Judiciary,’ approved fourth of February, eighteen hundred 
and fiity-two. Section twenty-mmth of that act reads thus:—‘The 
several Probate Courts in their respective counties have power to 
exercise original zurisdiction, both civil and criminal, and as well In 
Chancery, as at common law, when not prohibited by legislative 
coactment’’ This act also provides for appeals from Probate 
Courts, Thus, it will be perceived that your predecessors, seven 
years ago, under the construction of the power granted by the Or- 
game (ci, conlerred upon the Probate Courts both civil and erimi- 
nal jurisdiction, m addiuon to the powers ordinarily granted to 
Probate Courts L have been informally advised that the Federa! 
Judges have virtually disapproved of this construction of the Or- 
wanc Act, as indicated in this action of the Legislative Assembly, 
yet | am not aware that any case has come before these officers in 
such form as to elicit a decision upon its merits, so as to estabhsh a 
legal principle, I would therefore recommend that this question be 
tahen up through the proper tribunals for a final decision If the 
acuon ot the Legislature be sustained, this community will enjoy 
the undisputed right of protection through the prompt action of a 
tribunal always present, instead of being obliged to await the tardy 
action of the Distiict Courts, which are in session but once a year 
If, however the decision of the Supreme Court should be adverse 
to the exercise of such power by the Probate Court, vou will then be 
relieved nom the embarrassments growing out ofits disputed powers. 

Col S C Stambaugh, Surveyor General for the Territory of 
Utab, commenced on the twenty-sixth day of October, 1859, an 
examination of certain surveys made during the administration of 
his predecessor, the accuracy of which surveys has been questioned 
If these surveys be approved, it may be reasonably supposed, that 
the Government will establish Land Offices here, so soon as the In- 
dian title shall have been extinguished 

In view ot the public lands in this Territory being offered for 
sale, by the Proclamation of the President of the United States, ! 
would commend to your consideration the propriety of adopting 
some legislation in relation to the grants of kanyons, water power. 
timber, tillable lands, and other property belonging to the United 
states I am aware that these grants are considered as only tem- 
porary arrangements, for the purpose of mducmg parties to spend 
labor and money in rendering the property available It is quite 
evident, however, that all these grants will be entirely valueless 
unless sanctioned by the United States Government, in which is ves- 
ted the exclusive ownership of these lands, and from which source 
alone any valid title can be acquired. 

Under existing circumstances; the grants of lands, to be used for 
herding and other purposes, are unreasonably large, and their oc- 
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cupancy has become exceedingly oppressive to certain portions of 
the community, and I would recommend the adoption of measures 
for their eventual abolishment. The land laws of our country are 
based upon wise and hberal principles, and extend their protection 
to actual settlers upon the public domain, against the usurpation of 
individuals and speculations of monopolsts When the lands are 
open to sale and pre-emption, the public interest, and more especially 
the interest of the poorer classes, would be promoted by restricting 
claims by law to less than quarter sections, and 1 believe they should 
be restricted to lots, not exceeding twenty acres each I would re- 
commend that Congress be memorialized on the subject of subdi- 
vision of quarter sections, in accordance with the suggestions con- 
tained in the foregoing paragraph, and also for the permanent estab- 
lishment of some system for the equitable distribution of water and 
umber If this latter provision be neglected, the new occupants 
of the kanyons and timbered lands may exercise an oppressive in- 
fluence upon the occupants of the tiHable lands in the valleys 

In my communication to the Legislative Assembly on the 
day of December, esghteen hundred and fifty-eight, I endeavored 
to impress upon that body the vital importance of appropriating a 
portion of the territorial revenue to the estabhshment and mainte- 
nance of common schools throughout the Territory, and | agam 
urge that subject upon your earnest consideration 

be rising generation are about to become the proprietors of the 

soil, and the actors in the important affairs of hfe The children 
of the poor are equally entitled to the benefits of education with those 
of the rich. Therefore let a system of taxation be adopted, which 
will enable all to receive that mstruction from which some are at 
present eng ae debarred. Competent instructors cannot be 
expected to devote their tame to teaching, unless liberal and certain 
compensation be received by them 

I am informed, that, in this Territory, a large fund eis annually 
derived from the tithing of the people This fund, I esteem as a 
legitimate subject for taxation, as well as the other church property 
I therefore suggest the passage of a law for securing a revenue for 
educational and other purposes, from these sources 

By reference to the Auditor's Report, you will perceive there is 


A propriated to military purposes - - $2,206 00,”

If this sum, mentioned as appropriated to nnlitary and the like 
purposes, were expended for the advancement of education in this 
Territory, would not the community be benefitted by the exchange” 
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The establishment of Annual Fairs for the encouragement of ag- 
ricultural and mechanical industry, is entitled to the protection and 
aid of the Legislature 

I herewith submit the Reports of the Treasurer and Auditor, em- 
bodied in which ıs the report of the Warden of the Penitentiary. 

The Treasurer’s Report shows a balance in the Treasu- 

ry of - - - - - $4,389 42 

The Auditor's Report shows an estimated balance of $1,187 88 

These reports you will refer to the proper committees 

The report of the affairs of the Penitentiary by the Warden, ex- 
hibits the number of prisoners, and contains an estimate of the ap- 
propriation necessary for their subsistence. 

The Penitentiary system, as applied in this Territory, seems to 
be peculiaily unfitted for carrying out the intention of its projec- 
tors There will probably be only a small number of convicts con- 
hned at any one time, and I am acquamted with no kind of labor 
which, in this country, would defray the expense of the mainte- 
nance of the prisoners, and the payment of asuttable guard The 
continuance of the system under these circumstances subjects the 
Territory to a heavy expense, without furnishing corresponding ad- 
vantage The building itself is objectionable, in consequence of 
the original defects in the plan of its structure, and from its pre- 
sent dilapidated state caused by a violent storm in the year eighteen 
hundred and fifty-eight It originally consisted of two stories, the 
upper, constructed of adobies, divided into two rooms, the lower. 
built of sandstone divided into small cells The eastern gable end 
of the building, and a large portion of the roof, were destroyed by 
the storm above alluded to As there are no work-shops, tools or 
materials provided for work, the prisoners must necessarily be con- 
fined to their cells for want of proper occupation, or be permitted to 
rove about within the adobie walls, which surround the building, 
passing an indolent and unproductive existence 

I have been informed that the Secretary reported the dilapidated 
condition of the building to the Department at Washington, but I 
have no knowledge of the character of the reply, if any reply were 
received 

I would suggest such modifications of the penal code as would 
lawfully subject prisoners, convicted of penitentiary offences, to ser- 
vice in constructing new and repairing the old roads of the Territory. 

The organized bands of thieves for the stealing of horses 
and other animals, have become so numerous and audacious, thet I 
deem it indispensably necessary that the most stringent measures 
should be taken without delay, to ensure their punishment. 

I recommend the passage of a law making it obligatory upon the 
City Councils of Great Salt Lake, Provo, and other cities, to publish, 
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at their own expense, a digest of their ordinances, in a convenient 
form, within thirty days alter the promulgation of such act. Also, 
that all new ordinances, hereafter enacted, shall be published in om 
or more papers of G S. L City within ten days after their enac' 

ment. so, that they should publish quarterly, itemised fnancial 
reports of the amount of receipts und expenditures, showing tl 
sources whence the receipts have been derived and for what jur 

pases they have been expended. Also, that they should cause to 
be thoroughly cleansed, and kept open the principal water-dik hes 
in their respective cities, and establish convenient crossings at tk 

intersection of streets. 

Also, the expense ot heeping in repair the road between the 
north boundary of this city and the gate near the city bath-house 
should be equally divided between Davi» County and this city 
The supervisor of said 10ad to be appointed by the County Court oi 
Davis County. Also, the expense oi heeping in repau the State 
Road from the southern wall ot the city to the bridge on Little Cot- 
tonwood should be equally defrayed by Gieat Salt Lake City and 
County. Also, that the citizens of this place should be exemp. 
from all other road tax, except those indicated in the above recom 
mendations. 

I especially call your attention to the dilapidated condition o 
the bridge over the Jordan at the foot of North lemple street 

In the month of June, 1859, the officer in command of the De 
partment of Utah, detached, under the command of an experienced 
officer, what he deemed a suitable military force for the protection 
of emigration on the northern California route Notwithstanding 
this precaution, many persons passing irom the Eastern States to 
California by that route, were murdered by Indians supposed to 
belong to the roving bands of Bannacks and Sho-sho-nees. These 
Indians are reported to have stolen and destroyed the property of 
the emigrants It is probable that the officer in command of the 
Department will establish posts upon this line, which will secure 
hereafter the emigration on this route from similar disasters, 

With the exception of the depredations above alluded to, and 
some robberies on the new mail route, west of Camp Floyd, the 
Indians. have been, for the most part, peaceable. 

Under the authority of the Secretary of War, a party, command- 
ed by, Lieut. Humphreys, U S. A., began an exploration of the 
country between the Cheyenne River (a tributary of the Missouri) 
and the head-waters of the Yellow-stone River. This exploration, 
when. accomplished, I am induced to believe, from my knowledge 
of the country, will demonstrate the fact that Great Salt Lake City 
is within, three hundred and fifty, or four hundred miles of, steamboat 


navigation on the tributaries of, the Missouri oe 
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A gommunication, recently received by me from an officer of the 
Army, in charge of a reconnoisance between Fort Vancouver apd 
this pout, induces tue belief that the distance from this city to 
steamboat navigation on Snake River (a tributary of the Columbia) 
will not exceed four hundred miles, thus placing this people in inti- 
mate connection with the Pacific Coast on the West, and the Atlan- 
uc on the East 

The present state of public opinion indicates this region as a por- 
tion of the route most suitable for the establishment of Railroad 
communication between the Oceans 

[tis not unreasonable to anticipate an union of the interests of 
the Southern overland mail with those o the mail which at present 
runs from St Joseph's through this city to San Francisco. 

If this union should be accomplished and this route adopted, in 
my opinion, a great public interest would be advanced, and a week- 
ty mail secured, the transit of which, between New York and San 
Francisco, through this city, would not exceed eighteen or twenty 
days 

May the blessing of the Almighty Ruler of the umverse rest uy - 
on your labors, and your actions during this session profitable to 
the Territory

AUDITOR'S REPORT

Zo His Excellency A. Cummung, 
Governor of Utah Terruory; 

Sır —In compliance with the act of the Legislative Assembly 
ot Utah Territory, approved January 20th, 1852, I would respect- 
fully present the report of the Auditor of Publig Accounts It Is 
a matter of regret that it is not more full and complete, yet It em- 
braces all the facts which can be arrived at from the books in the 
office, and from all the statistics furnished during the eucrent year, 
to date, 

By act of the Legislative Assembly, approved January 11, 1859, 
it is provided, that for the current year, and annually thereafter, 
until otherwise directed by legislative enactment, a taxiof one-fourth 
of. one per cent. be assessed and collected,’ dc. Under this act the 
revenue payable to the Territorial Treasury fer the current year, as 
far as reported to this office, will be found in the annexed state- 
ment, numbered 1, Reports of, Assessors and Collectors.’ 

Ry, this statement it will batches ted thatthe total value of pro- 
perty, assessed in the. fwelye.counties heard fiom, three mulons, 
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nine hundred and{eighty-two thousand, eight hundred and sixty- 
nine dollars; the Territorial tax on same at ohe-fourth of one per 
cent., is nine thousand, nine hundred and fifty-seven 17-100ths dol- 
lars. The four counties, to wit Green River, Shambip, Malad and 
Washington, not heard from, when the reports are forwarded, judg- 
ing front previous assessments, may increase the amount of tax duc 
the Territorial Treasury about one hundred and fifty dollars Car- 
son county having never paid revenue into the Territorial Treasury, 
1s not taken into account. These data would give an aggregate of 
Territorial revenue for the current year, say, 

‘Ten thousand, one hundred dollars, is, E - $10,100 00 
From which must be deducted as follows, viz 

Compensation allowed assessors and collectors will 

average ten per cent, is - - $1,010 00 
Remittances by county courts, judging from 

previous years, will average two per cent ,is 202 00 1,212 00 
Would leave an apparent nett revenue for the current 

year of eight thousand, eight hundred and eighty- 

eight dollars - - - - - - $8,888 00 

To the above must also be added the assessments of merchan- 
dize brought into the Territory and exposed for sale, not yet re- 
Poret which, I think, may safely be estimated at two thousand 
dollars 

The books in this office show heavy delinquencies of tax due the 
treasury from several counties, especially from Utah and Weber 
but from a conversation with the treasurer, I am satisfied that the 
actual delinquent tax due is far below the amount shown to be due 
by the books. There are evidently many treasurer’s receipts re- 
tained in possession of assessors and collectors which should have 
been deposited in this office and credited to their proper accounts 
From a very careful investigation of the several delinquent accounts, 
as well as the treasurer's statement, I think the delinquent tax re- 
maining due, which will yet be collected, may safely be estimated 
at one thousand dollars. 

Assuming the foregoing data to be approximately correct, we 
coud then have for Territorial revenue for the current year, as 
ollows:

In statement No 2, I would beg leave to observe that the item of 
$4 75 for stationery for auditor’s office was issued to replace sta- 
tionery already used by the auditor, and to answer pressing neces- 
sities pertaining to the office In addition to which is something 
over ten dollars expended for stationery, envelopes, postage, &c , 
which I have paid for ont of salary account There is no appropri- 
ation for any such purpose, consequently I have not charged it in 
account until the Legislative Assembly authorizes me so to do, or 
appropriates to cover it 

Appended Statement No 8, shows the amount due individuals, 
and for the various purposes therein set forth, being unpaid balances 
of appropriations by Legislative Assembly, amounting to five thou- 
sand, four hundred and fifty-two 62-100ths dollars $5,452 62 

The accompanying report of the Territorial Treasurer shows a 
balance in the treasury to date, of four thousand, three hundred 
and thirty nine 42-100ths dollars, near two thirds of which is wheat 
received on tax due the Territory for the year 1857 and previous. 

From the foregoing statements the followmg summary exhibits 
itself, viz:

- E have taken pains to enquire of the different assessars and col- 
lectors, as to the cause ot delay in collecting the Territorial tax 
The general plea has been the scarcity of money 

The Warden of the Utah Penitenuary, Mr. Daniel Carn, reports 
one United States prisoner, and five Territorial prisoners in charge 
Of the latter, two are sentenced for the crime of larceny for one 
year each; one for the same crime, for three years; one for burglary 
for the term of ten years, and one (q colored man) for the crime ot 
manslaughter, for the term of one year, The Warden reports that 
he will require for the accommodation and sustenance of said pri- 
saners, bedding, clothing, furniture, provisions and fuel, and esti- 
mates that he will require an appropriation of one thousand dollars, 
to meet the expenses attending the keeping of said prisoners for the 
ensuing year. I have the honor to remain,

„We would also state, as authorized by our own personal know- 
ledge, that throughout the entire settlements, towns or cities of this 
Territory, schools aie accessible to even the poorest children, that 
whenever they are unable to pay, they are in all cases admitted to 
the full benefits of the schools, free of charge.

“The committee on agriculture, trade and manufactures, who 
was requested to inquire into the condition of the several coal mines 
in the Territory, and whether legislative encouragement is neces- 
sary to the further development thereof, beg leave to submit the 
following 

REPORT: 

“The first coal veins opened in the Territory were on Coal Creek, 
in the county of Iron, about seven miles from the mouth of the kan- 
yon, which was at first considered almost impassable. About fif- 
teen thousand dollars have been expended to make a passable road 
to the coal. For one mile near the vein, the road is so steep, it re- 
quires a good team to haul up a heavy waggon. The vein has 
been worked several hundred feet, is about four and a half feet 
thick, and dips slightly to the south east. The coal is of good qua- 
lity, and abundant, the veins having been traced to a preat extent. 
The principal difficulty appears to be the rugged character of the 
kanyon, and the liability of the roads to be destroyed by water- 
spouts, 

Peene next coal mines are those of San Pete, which have been 
traced on the west side of the valley for about twenty-five miles. 
There are many places which give evidence of the existence of coal, 
which could be worked. The only place where it is now worked is 
one mile from the village of Coalville, and about one hundred and 
twenty from Great Salt Lake City. The bed Las been opened at 
the head of a small kanyon, difficult of access, and into which an 
indifferent road has been made, which is difficult and dangerous in 
winter, The principal vein is three and a half feet thick, and dips 
to the west abaut twenty degrees. This vein has furnished coal to 
the smiths in Great Salt Lake City, and in the counties of Utah, 
Cedar, Juab and San Pete, and is sold out at the mouth of the 
pit at five dollars per ton. There are two other veins, which, how- 
ever, are tog narrow to work successfully. It is thought that coal 
might be successfully worked, as the veins are visible near Uinta 
Springs, which is nine miles this side of Coalville, and would shorter 
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the road that distance to the riorthern sêttlements. A small appro- 
priation, judiciously applied on ‘the roads in- the kanyon of. Salt 
Creek and the kanyon at the head of which the coal is dug, would 
much facilitate the transmission of coal, and prove a general benefit. 
The expense of hauling from San Pete to Great Balt Lake City is 
about forty dollars per ton. e z 
. “Bhe coal bed on Chalk Creek, an affluent of the Weber, which 
has recently been opened, is fifty-one miles from this city, and af- 
fords a quality of coal equal, if not superior, to the others. The 
principal vein is four feet thick, to successfully work which it ‘has 
been necessary to tunnel a distance of one hundred and thirty feet. 
A continuation of this tunnel will most probably develop other veins 
of greater thickness, which will amply supply the counties of Great 
Salt Lake, Davis and Weber with coal for fuel, so soon as goed and 
sufficient roads are made to facilitate transportation, These veins 
alk afford bituminous coal. i ataa” 

“Much pains have been taken to find coal near this city, but all 
attempts have hitherto been unsuccessful. 

“The Chalk Creek coal is offered for sale at the pit at eight dol- - 
lars per ton, but the expectation is, that it will be reduced to four

These letters were laid before the county court at its June session, 
and J was instructed to prepare a reply, which I did, and referred 
the whole matter to His Excellency A. Cumming, Governor, &c., 
awd. I did not hear anything from him until I wes there, sinee the 
present Assembly commenced its session. This correspondence is 
lengthy, and throws no light on the matter of the election; there- 
fore I omit it. 

Mr. Thomas B. Irvin was the senior justice of the peace of that 
precinet, and as such I had given him instructions to attend as judge 
of the eleation. When the poll box and poll list was sent to ug, we 
were informed that he did not act as such judge, but that one John 
3. Hutchison acted. They were, however, received and the clerk 
made oath as to the correctness of the poll list, which at the time 
was not certified to by the judge or clerk.

nor any individual ahs ars found to exist that could be impaired: 
or injuriously affected by a repeal of this law. „ 
That portion of the road situated between che mouth of Big 
Kanyon, and a point where it might be expedient to locate and open 
the road anew, is now granted to the Big Kanyon Road Company’ 
by an Act approvetl Jan. 19, 1855.
